U.S.  GOVERNMENT  PRINTING  OFFICE  HAS  NEW  DISKETTE  COPYING  SERVICE  AVAILABLE 

The  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office  (GPO)  now  offers  its  federal  agency  customers  a high  speed  floppy 
diskette  copying  service.  Four  types  of  diskettes  can  be  copied:  (1)  5-1/4”  doubled-sided,  double  density,  48 
tracks  per  inch  (tpi),  capable  of  holding  360  kilobytes  of  data;  (2)  5-1/4’  double-sided,  high  density,  96  tpi, 
capable  of  holding  1.2  megabytes  of  data;  (3)  3-1/2”  single-sided,  135  tpi,  having  a capacity  of  800  kilobytes; 
and  (4)  3-1/2”  double-sided,  135  tpi,  with  a capacity  of  1.44  megabytes. 

To  put  capacity  figures  in  perspective:  one  kilobyte  is  1,024  characters;  an  average  typewritten  page 
contains  about  two  kilobytes.  One  thousand  kilobytes  equal  one  megabyte. 

GPO’s  current  capabilities  cover  diskettes  formatted  for  use  with  the  MS-DOS  operation  system.  These  are 
diskettes  used  on  IBM  or  IBM-compatible  personal  computers.  However,  the  equipment  can  be  expanded  to 
handle  other  formats  if  great  enough  interest  is  shown. 

Special  labeling  or  packing  requirements  can  be  handled  and  some  conversion  capabilities  are  available. 
The  schedule  for  a normal  job,  several  hundred  copy  diskettes,  is  about  3 days  from  receipt  of  the  order.  The 
service  is  reasonably  priced,  with  costs  depending  upon  size  of  the  diskettes  produced  and  whether  the 
customer  or  GPO  furnishes  blank  diskettes. 

Orders  for  floppy  diskette  copying  service  should  be  submitted  using  a Standard  Form  1 . For  additional

U.S.  GPO  STRESSES  IMPORTANCE  OF  BEING  NOTIFIED  OF  SUBSCRIPTION  ITEM  CHANGES 

The  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office  stresses  that  when  making  changes  in  the  specifications  of  subscrip- 
tion items  sold  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  (SuDocs),  it  Is  extremely  important  to  notify  the  proper 
area  within  SuDocs.  Anything  from  a decision  to  change  the  frequency  of  Issuance  to  a revision  in  the  overall 
format  of  a publication  should  be  passed  along  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  the  past,  agencies  have  changed  a subscription  Item  to  a single  publication,  or  have  even  stopped 
publishing  a subscription  Item  altogether,  without  notifying  SuDocs. 

Such  decisions  can  lead  not  only  to  confusion  on  the  part  of  the  subscriber,  but  to  substantial  costs  when 
SuDocs  must  issue  refunds  or  handle  numerous  complaints  and  questions  from  its  customers 

In  addition,  decisions  to  change  specifications  to  enhance  the  appearance  of  a publication  can  mean 
greater  production  costs  and,  therefore,  an  Increased  subscription  price  to  cover  those  costs — another  situa- 
tion in  which  SuDocs  needs  prior  notification  so  that  the  agency  can  be  advised  of  the  consequences  before 
the  changes  are  actually  made.
